After your make-up is applied, 
moisten a pad of cotton in skin 
tonic, and go over your hairline 
carefully to remove any cream or 
bowacr. Powder or oil on your 
hairline gives you an untidy, 
careless appearance. 

Wear your forehead bare if 
you can—if it is smodth and good 
looking and your hairline is 
good! If your forehead isn't 
smooth, try to make it that way. 
One of my readers wrote me re- 
cently saying that she had to 
wear her hair combed low over 
her forehead because it was cov- 
ered with pimples and blemishes.

ANSWER: Frankly, I am not 
acquainted with the depilatory 
mentioned. In general it is un- 
wise to use any kind of depilatory 
on the face. If you must use one 
use a wax that will pull the hairs 
out. This is a painful method but 
the hairs do not reappear as 
quickly as they do by other 
methods. Electrolysis, if done by 
@ conscientious and expert oper- 
ater, not only removes the hairs 
but kills the hair follicles so re- 
growth is impossible. This meth- 
od is expensive however. If you 
will write me enclosing a 
stamped, self addressed envelope 
I will give you mére information.

It is also known 
that Bryan never inserted a 
plank into the Democratic plat- 
form without first consulting his 
“campaign manager.” 

When William Jennings Bryan 
was Secretary of State, Mrs.
